A Time to Howl

hile it may feel otherwise, 

it wasn’t that long ago that 

Humboldt County's neigh- 

borhoods stirred nightly 

around 8 p.m., enlivened 
by howls and shrieks as people left their 
kitchen tables and couches to step outside 
onto their stoops and porches, into their 
yards and back alleys. While it was part of 
a worldwide ritual started to pay homage 
and give thanks to our healthcare workers 
— especially those toiling in overwhelmed 
intensive care units and crowded hospital 
hallways that felt a world away — it was also 
pure Humboldt. 

It was a chance for a resilient, rural com- 
munity kept physically apart to join voices 
with their neighbors in a primal moment of 
solidarity — a chance to hear and be heard 
while raising a collective voice: “We are 
Humboldt and no virus can break that.” 

It’s sad to reflect on how — just a hand- 
ful of months later — our neighborhoods 
have fallen silent as our case numbers spike. 
And with the county sitting awash in a pan- 
demic fatigue that’s now as plain in the faces 
of those in grocery store checkout lines as 
it is in the comments on social media, it’s 
clear the two are intrinsically linked. And it’s 
fair to wonder whether cases are soaring 
because the fabric that binds this communi- 
ty is fraying. 

Now, we're not naive. We've long known 
the Redwood Curtain was not some sterile 
shield that would protect Humboldt County 
from this virus. We knew it would come. 
We knew it would spread. We knew people 
would get sick. And we knew some would 
die. What we didn’t know — or maybe 
what we were just naive to — is that some 
of us would decide their neighbors weren't 
worth the ongoing hardship. That some 
of us would decide their desire for the 
company of loved ones mattered more than 
our collective health and safety. That some 
would choose that family vacation over 
the need to protect our elders. That some 
would choose social media falsehoods over 
clear science simply because it’s easier in the 
moment. 

But that’s exactly where we are, seeing 
the exponential case growth that our health 
officials have repeatedly warned us about, 
growth driven by Halloween gatherings, 
travel, dinner parties and social get-togeth- 
ers. And as we watch our case numbers hit 
record levels week after week after week, 
there’s the chilling realization that we're only 
now beginning to see the impact of Thanks- 
giving. And Christmas looms. 

Some of our neighbors — whether 
because they want to take that trip to see 
family or host that dinner party that prom- 


ises a taste of normalcy, or are just desper- 
ately afraid of seeing their small business 
close or the arrival of another bill they can’t 
pay — will say this is all overblown. They'll 
say Humboldt County, as of Dec. 8, had only 
seen 54 hospitalizations and nine deaths. 
But sadly, that’s all about to change because 
we've kept those numbers low with collec- 
tive sacrifice that has largely held our case 
numbers to a trickle. They're gushing now 
and it’s only a matter of time before critical 
illness and death follow. 

Studies show about 12 percent of 
COVID-19 patients will be hospitalized 
about two weeks after their diagnosis. On 
Nov. 23, Humboldt County reported 56 new 
COVID-19 cases; two weeks later, it reported 
five new hospitalizations — a 10-percent 
increase from the cumulative tally over the 
first 10 months of the pandemic. In the 14 
days since that eye-popping 56, the county 
has confirmed 352 more cases. Hospital- 
izations will follow. So will deaths. And the 
numbers will simply keep climbing until we 
stop them. 

Amid that backdrop, we bring you this 
week's cover story about two young sisters 
in Blue Lake who have continued howling as 
the rest of us have collectively fallen silent. 
May their voices rekindle our hope, stiffen 
our resolve and remind us of the communi- 
ty we take pride in being. 

This is Humboldt County, the land 
of Native people who were subject to 
generational persecution and hardship but 
stand vibrantly before us today, working 
to reclaim what’s been lost and lead us all 
to amore equitable and just future. This 
is the place where, when the flood of the 
century hit in 1964, laying waste to entire 
communities, National Guard helicopters 
flew in with supplies only to be told to find 
someone else over the hill who needed help 
more as people emptied their freezers to 
feed their neighbors. It’s a place where bake 
sales and auctions are still the lifeblood of 
parent-teacher-organizations and volunteer 
fire departments. 

Humboldt County is a land of resilience 
and we'd all do well to remember it in the 
weeks ahead, as comfort, normalcy and ease 
beckon in a moment that demands simple 
sacrifice. We know what we need to do: 
Stay home, wear a mask when out in public, 
wash our hands, stop traveling and gathering 
with people outside our households. And 
maybe we need to howl again to remind 
ourselves who we are, who our neighbors 
are and how much that means. @

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in as cases continue to surge

he face was fresh but the 
message was familiar: Humboldt 
County’s COVID-19 case count 

is spiking at an increasingly rapid 
rate and may spiral out of control 
if residents don’t begin wearing facial cov- 
erings fastidiously when out in public. 

Hours before he would be unanimously 
voted in as Humboldt County’s new health 
officer, replacing Teresa Frankovich who 
stepped back into a part-time, supporting 
role with Public Health earlier this month, 
lan Hoffman addressed the board of 
supervisors for the first time and struck a 
similar note to his predecessor’s increas- 
ingly dire warnings. Humboldt County, he 
said, had kept the virus at bay for months 
through compliance with health orders 
and aggressive testing and contact tracing 
efforts that quickly identified and isolated 
case clusters, which were long driven by 
travel. But the current spike, which had 
seen 239 cases confirmed through the first 
eight days of December on the heels of a 
record-shattering November, as the Jour- 
nal went to press, Hoffman said, is entirely 
different. 

“Winter has come,” Hoffman said. 
“What we are seeing now is a change. ... It’s 
no longer coming in from the outside. It’s 
here and it’s spread among our communi- 
ty. Very rapidly.” 

Humboldt County’s rapid escalation 
of cases and a corresponding increase in 
the percentage of COVID-19 tests that are 
coming back positive comes amid national 
and statewide surges in virus activity and 
hospitalizations. Last week, Gov. Gavin 
Newsom announced that with state hospi- 
tal capacities nearing dangerous levels, he 
was implementing stay-at-home orders in 
regions where intensive care unit capacity 
drops below 15 percent. At a Dec. 3 press 
conference, Newsom said he expected 
cumulative capacity in the Northern 
California region — which comprises 
Humboldt and 10 other counties — to 
dip below that threshold within days or a 
week, at most. But as the Journal went to 
press Dec. 8, only two regions in the state 
had fallen under Newsom's order and ICU 
capacity in the Northern California region 
sat at 25 percent. 


Humboldt County, meanwhile, had 
eight COVID-19 patients hospitalized at 
the Journal's deadline, according to a state 
database, including five people the county 
reported were hospitalized between Dec. 
4 and Dec. 7. Those came just days after 
the county reported last week that a total 
of 30 people — 29 residents and one staff 
member — had tested positive for the 
virus at the Granada Rehabilitation and 
Wellness skilled nursing facility in Eureka. 

During the Dec. 8 Board of Supervisors 
meeting, First District Supervisor Rex Bohn 
invited St. Joseph Health CEO Roberta 
Luskin-Hawk to discuss local hospital 
capacity. She reported that the entire local 
healthcare system has worked hard to 
increase capacity. St. Joseph Hospital, she 
said, recently increased intensive care unit 
capacity from a dozen beds to 18, while 
Mad River Community Hospital has gone 
from four to six and Redwood Memorial 
Hospital has four. That makes 28 ICU beds 
currently available, which Luskin-Hawk said 
hospitals can keep open with existing staff. 
St. Joseph Hospital has plans to expand 
capacity further, if needed, she said, but it 
would require pulling nurses and staff from 
other shifts to work in intensive care. 

She added that the county has 38 ven- 
tilators on hand between ones purchased 
by the hospital, by local donors, rentals 
and some on loan from the Providence 
Health System, as well as adequate sup- 
plies of COVID treatment medications. 
The limiting factor, should the North 
Coast see a sustained surge in cases and 
hospitalizations, she said, will be staff, 
noting that hospitals throughout the state 
and the country will be facing similar sit- 
uations and she doesn’t expect reinforce- 
ments to arrive from outside the area. 

Currently, Luskin-Hawk said St. Joseph is 
able to provide COVID-19 care and “regular 
care” simultaneously, though that could 
change should hospitalizations increase. 

Hoffman similarly reported that the 
healthcare system is not currently overrun 
but warned that’s a delicate balance, given 
the way the virus can spread exponentially. 
He noted that while it took Humboldt 
County nearly 10 months to record its first 
1,000 cases, it’s on track to see the next 
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1,000 over the course of a little more than 
30 days. 

“If that sounds shocking, it should 
sound shocking,” Hoffman said. “But that’s 
just the nature of this disease.” 

The rate at which cases are increasing is 
alarming, he said, but stressed there is still 
time to stem the tide, saying “everything 
is going to be measured by what’s going to 
happen in this next month.” 

“There should be no travel except for 
essential travel,” Hoffman said. “Unfor- 
tunately, for all of us these holidays, that 
means staying home. Gatherings are 
prohibited under our current tier. You 
need to be aware of that and adhere to 
that. Gatherings, even small ones, can and 
do spread the disease. ... We're seeing a lot 
of community spread right now. We are 
seeing that to a degree that we have not 
seen before.” 

Finally, Hoffman said, people need to 
wear masks while out in public and main- 
tain 6 feet or more of physical distance 
even with facial coverings. 

“Why we doing all of this? Because we 
want to get through this winter with mini- 
mal life loss and minimal hospitalizations,” 
he said. 

Vaccines are on the way, Hoffman said, 
with the first doses of the Pfizer vac- 
cine slated to arrive in the county in the 
coming weeks. But the health officer said 
he was unsure how many doses would 
arrive and added what does initially will 
will go to healthcare workers in “high-risk 
settings” and those living in long-term care 
facilities. 

Toward the close of the COVID report 
at the Dec. 8 meeting, Fifth District Super- 
visor Steve Madrone asked Sheriff William 


Honsal about enforcement efforts should 
the county fall under a new stay-at-home 
order from the governor's office, noting 
that some sheriffs in other counties have 
publicly stated they will not enforce the 
new order, which the supervisor said 
seems like a “horrible message.” 

Honsal said his department will con- 
tinue its “educational” approach. But the 
sheriff quickly added that it’s “definitely 
a balance” and said law enforcement 
contacts to enforce a stay-at-home order 
could lead to a use-of-force situation, and 
potentially even a “deadly force confron- 
tation.” Plus, he said the county is seeing 
escalating instances of “violent acts” and 
crime throughout the county, and his of- 
fice is going to continue prioritizing those 
calls. All that said, Honsal added that every 
deputy and officer has the discretion to 
issue citations. 

“Every deputy and every officer uses 
discretion,” he said. “If there’s a citation 
needed, a deputy will cite someone. ... If 
there’s a business that’s out of compliance, 
they may get a citation and they'll have 
their day in court.” 

Though Madrone thanked the sheriff 
and his deputies for their hard work and 
voiced relief that the sheriff was not 
pledging to not enforce health orders like 
some of his counterparts, the supervisor 
seemed somewhat dissatisfied with Hon- 
sal’s answer. 

“In all honesty, not wearing a mask is 
walking around with a deadly weapon,” 
Madrone said. “I don’t mean to be dramat- 
ic, but this is not a simple case of people 
choosing one thing or another. People 
walking around unmasked and un-dis- 
tanced is a threat to our society.”

Honsal then voiced 
some frustration with the 
governor's office, saying it 
hasn’t been communicat- 
ing well with local sheriffs 
— the enforcement arm 
of health orders — about 
“how to properly manage 
this.” The sheriff then 
offered an abrupt about 
face, saying he'd keep all 
tools on the table before 
seeming to minimize 
the threat of COVID-19 
locally. 

“I'm not going to take 
anything off the table 
because there may be 
a time when we need 
to have someone in jail 
over a COVID violation,” 
Honsal said, adding that 
“stats show that unless 
you are over 70 years old 
in Humboldt County” the 
virus is “not necessarily deadly as far as 
percentages go.” 

Nationwide data, however, has con- 
clusively indicated that while seniors and 
people with underlying health conditions 
are far more at risk of dying of the virus, 
healthy young people have also faced 
critical and even deadly outcomes, not 
to mention the long-term health impacts 
of infection. Those impacts are still being 
studied but preliminary research indicates 
they can include damage to the heart, 
lungs, brain and cardiovascular system. 

When the conversation came back to 
Hoffman, he noted that Humboldt Coun- 
ty’s death numbers could change quickly 
with the current outbreak in Granada’s 
skilled nursing facility. 

“That could turn very quickly ... we 
could go from no deaths in the last couple 
of months to doubling our death rate, 
easily, in the coming weeks,” Hoffman said, 
adding the only way to truly protect those 
in long-term care facilities is to limit com- 
munity spread. “That's the only way for 
us to protect them. They were protected 
throughout the spring and summer and 
early fall.” 

Board Chair Estelle Fennell then chimed 
in, saying people should remember that 
even for the elderly, dying of COVID-19 
alone in a hospital is not necessarily a 
peaceful death. 

“People need to understand this isn’t 
just fading away when youre old,” she said. 
“This is an ugly death.” @

‘A Curriculum that Empowers’ 


Virtual roundtable focuses on need for better education 
outcomes for Native youth

peaking at a virtual roundtable 
called to discuss the systemic 
failures of local school districts to 
help Native students succeed, as 
detailed in a recent report by the 
American Civil Liberties Union of Northern 
California, Humboldt State University Na- 
tive American Studies Chair Cutcha Risling 
Baldy said it largely comes down to curric- 
ulums that disempower Native youth. 

Baldy, who is of Karuk, Hupa and Yurok 
decent and aJournal contributor, said the 
California Mission Project and Gold Rush 
lessons erase the history of California's 
attempted genocide on Native people, 
noting that the state legalized the enslave- 
ment of Native people and even offered 
bounties for killing them. 

As such, Baldy says school curriculums 
often disempower Native youth, leaving 
them feeling unheard, unrepresented and 
even erased. 

“| know it’s possible to create a curric- 
ulum that empowers Native youth,” Baldy 
said. “We know we have a curriculum 
that disempowers them, that takes their 
stories from them. We know we have 
these situations where they're not feeling 
empowered to go into higher education. 
We know that once they get there, they're 
confronted consistently with people who 
question their own stories. It’s time to 
change that. It’s time to start at the very 
basis of the structural curriculum that we 
teach our youth to tell them that their 
stories are important and matter, that 
their voices are important and matter.” 

The Dec. 3 discussion is an attempt 
to build on the ACLU’s October report 
that found Native American youth in 
Humboldt County struggle to meet basic 
educational benchmarks and are far more 
likely to be suspended, expelled or suffer 
chronic absenteeism than their non-Na- 
tive peers. 

For example, in the 2018-2019 school 
year, just 20.7 percent of local Native 
students met or exceeded state English 
language arts standards for their grade lev- 
els, compared to 44.6 percent of students 
overall. In math, just 14.5 percent of Native 
students met or exceeded standards, 
compared to 32.5 percent of all Humboldt 


County students. 

Tedde Simon, an investigator and acting 
Indigenous justice program manager at the 
ACLU Foundation of Northern California 
said in an October interview with the 
Journal that while the findings weren’t 
surprising, they were nonetheless shock- 
ing. The report, a first citable document, 
validates what has already been known in 
Humboldt’s Native community: That Na- 
tive school kids struggle more than their 
non-Native counterparts. 

Two-hundred participants from Hum- 
boldt and Del Norte counties tuned in to 
the virtual Native American Report Card 
Roundtable discussion and listened to Baldy 
and other presenters speak about what's 
missing in Humboldt County schools. 

Baldy spoke about her lectures at HSU, 
saying she asks all her incoming students 
what they learned about Native Americans 
in school, with students most commonly 
saying they learned how the California 
Mission Project brought Christianity to 
the West and how the California Gold 
Rush boosted the state’s economy. The 
problem, she said, is that current school 
curriculums leave out how harmful these 
two historic events were to California’s 
Native people. 

And this was a message — almost a 
call to action — repeated throughout the 
roundtable: Bring more Native representa- 
tion and history into school curriculums to 
empower local Native youth so that they 
can thrive academically and socially. 

Rain Marshall, the Indigenous education 
advocate for the Northern California Indian 
Development Council, has firsthand experi- 
ence seeing how triggering any discussions 
surrounding Thanksgiving, Columbus and 
the Gold Rush are to Native students. 

“It makes students not want to go to 
school anymore,” she said. “That’s some- 
thing that can be addressed proactively 
by teachers, by changing the narrative to 
discuss it from an Indigenous perspective. 
That’s something that goes off the history 
books and into some extra research that is 
definitely available.” 

Two Feathers Native American Family 
Services Executive Director Virgil Moore- 
head said a strong focus on Native culture 


and identity can help foster restoration 
and healing, leading Native students to- 
ward a better sense of themselves. 

“| think this is about development — 
human development,’ Moorehead said. 
“We're all part of the positive develop- 
ment of our children. We must have a 
community focus, including addressing the 
root causes and understanding persistent 
trauma environments in the effects of 
cultural and personal discontinuity.” 

All speakers agreed there is a lot of 
work left to do to begin addressing the 
drastic disparities the ACLU report found. 
But the report does highlight 11 tangible 
recommendations for school districts to 
begin implementing immediately, includ- 
ing what Baldy and Moorehead suggest, 
adopting more culturally relevant curricu- 
lum, as well as hiring more mental health 
professionals, moving away from exclu- 
sionary discipline models and developing 
memorandums of understanding with 
local tribes and service providers. 

The discussion is scheduled to continue 
as a monthly event with another Zoom 
roundtable forum set for Jan. 21, 2021, at 
5 p.m., which can be viewed at https://

COVID Hits Local Nursing Home 


umboldt County Public Health 

has confirmed a COVID-19 

outbreak of at least 30 people 

at the Granada Rehab and 

Wellness skilled nursing facility 
in Eureka. 

An employee at the facility tested pos- 
itive for the virus Nov. 25 during a routine, 
state-required screening, prompting Public 
Health to then test every person in the 
facility. Public Health reported Dec. 3 that 
29 residents of the 87-bed facility had 
subsequently tested positive for the novel 
coronavirus, with testing ongoing. 

“Experts in infection control from Pub- 
lic Health and CDPH are assisting the fa- 
cility in containing the outbreak, including 
on-site support. Public Health will provide 
ongoing testing of all staff and residents 
and additional expertise as needed,” the 
release states. 

Granada Rehabilitation and Wellness 
administrators did not return Journal calls 
seeking comment. 

The announcement of the Granada 
outbreak came during a week in which 
the county confirmed a record 165 cases, 
marking the third consecutive week the 
county set a new benchmark for reported 
infections and signaling a rapid escalation 
of disease circulation locally. Humboldt 
County Deputy Health Officer Dr. Josh En- 
nis said the Granada outbreak shows how 
difficult it is to keep the vulnerable safe 


from COVID-19 infections once communi- 
ty transmission becomes widespread. 

“We have a level of disease circulating 
right now that compromises our ability to 
conserve our hospital beds and ultimately 
protect the vulnerable,” he said in the 
release. 

The weekend following the coun- 
ty’s announcement, five new COVID-19 
hospitalizations were reported, though it’s 
not clear whether those included Granada 
residents. 

Toward the end of May, Alder Bay 
Assisted Living Facility in Eureka was 
the epicenter of another cluster of 
COVID-19 cases, as the facility had five 
staff members and seven residents test 
positive for the virus, with four residents 
dying of the disease. 

The novel coronavirus is known to 
attack the lungs and can be fatal to those 
with underlying health conditions and 
those 65 years or older. 

According to national data analyzed 
by the Kaiser Family Foundation, the 
COVID-19 virus has killed more than 
100,000 long-term care facility residents 
and staff as of the last week in November. 

KFF also found that nationwide 40 
percent of all COVID-19 deaths come from 
long-term care facilities. 

The nonprofit organization does note 
that the data could be an underestimate

THE LAST 
HOWLERS 


As pandemic fatigue sets in for many, 
two Blue Lake sisters keep howling

hey don't do it every night, not 
anymore. But when it feels right 
to step outside at 8 p.m., take a 
deep breath and howl into the 
night, Blue Lake sisters Alexis 
and Shelby Wickizer — ages 8 and 5, 
respectively — still follow the urge. 
“Owwwwwwwwwww! Owwwwwww- 
ww!” the girls called out together Sunday 
night, continuing a practice that began in 
Colorado at the onset of the pandemic 
to support healthcare workers. 
During the first lockdown, the ritual 


spread to cities and towns across the 
world via a Facebook group entitled “Go 
Outside and Howl at 8pm,” which quickly 
grew to more than a half-million mem- 
bers. But while the nightly hubbubs were 
once pervasive throughout Humboldt, 
they have largely faded as the pandemic 
has stretched on. 

After the girls did not receive a 
response Sunday, they howled again, 
louder. Then again. Still nothing. Although 
some friends and neighbors do howl back 
at the girls on occasion, the sisters have

come to accept they are the last true 
howlers of Blue Lake. 

In step with the loss of interest in 
howling has come a phenomenon known 
as pandemic fatigue, a burnout from 
facing the prolonged threat of COVID-19 
that presents as feelings of restlessness, 
irritability and difficulty concentrating. 
Pandemic fatigue also saps motivation to 
follow public health guidance, which isn’t 
helping matters. 

“People are just tired of this, and | 
completely understand that,” former 
Humboldt County Health Officer Teresa 
Frankovich said last month. “We all want 
normal, we want to go back to normal, 
we want this to be over, and | think to 
some extent at times people just pretend 
that it is and just behave as they normally 
would have before COVID.” 

Coupled with the colder weather 
forcing people indoors, health officials 
say fatigue is driving a recent surge in 
cases both locally and nationwide. In 
November, Humboldt County reported 
328 cases, a huge jump from the 59 cases 
in October. In the first eight days of De- 
cember before the Journal went to press, 
239 new cases had already been recorded 
with test-positivity rates spiking. 

With the possibility of another stay- 
at-home order looming, the young sisters 


have not lost sight of the mission, and 
their parents Jeff and Katrina Wickizer 
continue encouraging them to keep 
howling. 

“We want to support our country, our 
nurses, our doctors, the policemen, the 
firefighters and all our nurses and doctors 
and all the vets and everything,” Alexis, a 
third grader, says matter-of-factly. 

“Because, so people won't be sad 
and they won't miss us,” adds Shelby, a 
kindergartener. 

Over the last few months, the ador- 
able howlers of Blue Lake have amassed a 
following not only in their neighborhood 
but also on Facebook, where their dad 
regularly posts howl videos in the Blue 
Lake Community News and Crime Watch 
group. Jeff Wickizer, who owns a pair 
of lawn care and tree-felling businesses, 
enjoys doing a little something to boost 
moral and support the nation, he says, 
and he gets a kick out of seeing how 
people respond. For the most part, they 
express gratitude. 

“Keep it going,” one user commented 
ona recent howling video. “The rest of us 
seem to have forgotten. Need to step it 
up Blue Lake.” 

In addition to the online praise, visitors 
have come by the Wickizer’s home to 
witness the howling spectacle for them-

When the howling 
phenomenon began, 
people deeply appre- 
ciated it and joined 
in, at least for a while, 
essentially because we 
adopted it as a social 
norm, according to 
Gregg Gold, a profes- 
sor of social psycholo- 
gy at Humboldt State 
University. 

“With the howling, 
there is a human con- 
nection being made, 
even at a distance, 
and it’s in real time,” 


Gold says. “That makes us feel like part of 

a group, and we are very group-oriented. 

It’s the key to our success as a species.” 
Gold himself was howling at 8 p.m. 

in Sunny Brae for about six months of

the pandemic, he says, but when others 


stopped, he did as well. It doesn’t surprise 
Gold, though, that the Wickizer girls are 


“There are two of them, so they’re a 
team,” he says. “Also, children’s tolerance 
for repetition is much higher than adults’” 


For most of the 
year, Alexis and Shelby 
were howling at 8 p.m. 
nearly every night. 
They howled from 
their front yard most 
often, but some- 
times switched it up, 
howling as they rode 
bicycles or scooters 
on the street in front 
of their home, or as 
they swam in their 
above-ground pool. 
When the weather 
grew colder, Jeff Wick- 
izer installed a fire pit 
in the yard and they 
howled around it. 
When the family went 


out to dinner, the girls howled in the car 
on the way home, and when they went 
on vacation in Oregon, they howled from 
an RV there, too. 

Jeff Wickizer has alarms set on his

phone and watch for 7:55 p.m. and, 
although his daughters don’t howl every 
night anymore, he always gives them the 
option. 

“| like to encourage them but | never 
force it,” he says. “They started getting 
burned out on doing it every night.” 

“Yeah, because we have homework 
and stuff,” Alexis says. 

Inevitably — in this dark and divided 
era in American history — someone was 
bound to take issue with the howling. 
Still, it caught Jeff Wickizer by surprise 
when a Facebook user posted a negative 
comment on a video of Shelby lamenting 
that no one was howling back: “Yay,” the 
user wrote. “That fad needs to die out.” 

Blue Lake Mayor Adelene Jones also 
commented on the video, saying she had 
stopped ringing the church bells at 8 p.m. 
because someone had complained about 
the noise. 

Wickizer was upset by the negativity 
but says he plans to continue encouraging 
his girls to voice support for the nation, 
its first responders and its heathcare 


workers each night until the pandemic 
ends. 

“It’s our way of keeping hope alive,” he 
explained to the commenter. 

Many more users chimed in to let 
Wickizer know they wanted the howling 
to continue. One wrote that, during a 
time of uncertainty and isolation, she 
looked forward to the sounds of solidari- 
ty at 8 p.m. each night. 

“I'd give thanks for the person who so 
generously and unfailingly gave of their 
time to ring the bells, and for all the 
howlers large and small that reminded 
us to stop for a moment and experience 
our connection with one another and 
our community,” she wrote. “I’m only 
sorry that | waited until now to express 
my appreciation for the sweetness in this 
human act.”

COVID-19 Cases Among 
Restaurant Staff Deliver 
Another Blow

On Nov. 21, just five days ahead of 
Thanksgiving, for which Plaza Grill already 
had 300 confirmed holiday dinner orders 
and another 200 awaiting confirmation, 
owner Bill Chino picked up the phone 
and started calling customers to cancel. A 
front-of-house employee had just tested 
positive for COVID-19. The call list was 
daunting, he says, “but it was the right 
thing and the prudent thing to do.” 

Plaza Grill was not alone. Within that 
week, five Arcata restaurants shut down 
temporarily due to employees possibly 
being exposed to or testing positive for 
COVID-19. It was the same week then 
county Health Officer Teresa Frankovich 
noted in a media availability that, along 
with travel, social gatherings beyond the 
three-household outdoor gatherings al- 
lowed under state guidelines — including 
a party with some 100 people in atten- 
dance — were driving a spike in positive 
cases that had pushed Humboldt into the 
purple “widespread” risk tier Nov. 24 and 
has only grown steeper in December. The 
closures and the increased restrictions of 
the purple tier have been harsh blows to 
already struggling restaurant owners and 
employees faced with shrinking margins, 
bills and little choice but to just keep 
working. 

The Facebook announcements came 
ina flurry. On Nov. 15, Septentrio Winery 
announced it was shutting down after a 
visitor to its tasting room tested positive. 
The next day, Wildflower posted that “a 
couple of staff members” had been po- 
tentially exposed to COVID-19 and it was 
closing temporarily. On Nov. 18, sister op- 
erations Salt Fish House and Campground 
announced they were both closing due to 
an employee's positive test. 

That same day, Septentrio Winery 
announced its staff had been cleared with 
negative tests but it would only reopen 
for curbside sales, with no indoor or out- 
door seating. Wildflower, too, shared on 
Nov. 21 that all staff had tested negative 
for the virus and it would open for brunch 


the following day. Salt and Camp- 
ground were back in service Dec. 1 
and 2, respectively, and Plaza Grill, 
once its 15 staffers tested negative, 
was back for takeout dinners Dec. 
2. The closures may seem relatively 
brief but at Salt and Campfire, for 
example, some 25 staff at each restaurant 
were not working and not getting paid for 
two weeks. 

“l was hoping we wouldn't be affected 
but | was ready,” says Chino. “When you 
think about it, it’s just a game of numbers.” 
On Nov. 16, he and manager Laura Schram- 
er learned two front-of-house employees 
had been exposed to COVID-19 outside 
of work and immediately took them off 
the schedule. Schramer and others who'd 
worked closely with them self-quaran- 
tined and ultimately tested negative. On 
Nov. 21, when the employees’ tests came 
back positive, Chino shuttered the restau- 
rant. “They did not require me,” he says 
of Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices staff. Instead, he says they helpfully 
laid out the information about potential 
spread and helped him think through the 
choice. 

Schramer, meanwhile, worked with con- 
tact tracers to go over scheduling back to 
Nov. 14, the established date of exposure. 
While both employees had worked that 
evening, neither had any shifts between 
then and being taken off the schedule and 
quarantining. 

Chino said he was told the employees 
had attended a fairly large social gathering. 
He was grateful they came forward and 
wondered at how the virus might have 
spread if someone hadn't shown symp- 
toms. 

A person who spoke to the Journal on 
condition of anonymity says they'd hosted 
a party at their home with friends, some 
of whom work in the restaurant industry, 
on Nov. 9, though it was not the 100-per- 
son gathering mentioned by Frankovich. 
(The Journal could not confirm any 
connection between it and any specific 


restaurant closures and DHHS does not 
release that information.) 

“It was a lot of people I'd been seeing 
throughout the quarantine and it felt OK,” 
they say. The following day, they say they 
learned one of the attendees was feeling 
ill. “We told everyone right away,” they say, 
adding they themselves isolated immedi- 
ately and other guests “quarantined, called 
in to their jobs.” Only a couple had worked 
shifts in restaurants in that one-day 
period, they say, and fellow employees 
eventually tested negative. 

“[DHHS] called me immediately as soon 
as | got a positive test result. Within 10 
minutes.” From there, they went through 
the guest list with a contact tracer, who 
instructed them to continue to isolate. 
“The one thing they reiterated to me was 
that it’s in-home gatherings and travel” 
spreading the virus. 

The host’s own symptoms were rela- 
tively mild and they spent about six days 
sick with severe body aches and had some 
lingering “lung issues.” Along with regret 
over holding the party, they are con- 
cerned about potential blame being cast 
on restaurants that are “doing their due 
diligence” and working hard to follow pro- 
tocols. “It happened at a private in-home 
gathering. And we just had normal people 
that were already [podding] with us. And 
one of them happened to be sick.” 

Some of that blame may have been 
cast toward Septentrio’s tasting room. On 
Dec. 7, a post on the winery’s Facebook 
page read, “It has come to our attention 
that a rumor is being spread that Septen- 
trio Winery ‘hosted a super-spreader 
event with a live band, resulting in 30+ 
cases. This is false and is based off of mis- 
information and slander of our very small

family business.” It went on to say there 
had been no party and no band, and that 
the winery had never been asked to take 
part in contact tracing or to close. “Our 
doors are closed for service now until we 
feel confident that our community has 
the current case spike under control. This 
is not an easy decision to make as a small 
business.” Calls to the winery were not 
returned before the Journal went to press. 

“What’s hurting us the most is the un- 
certainty,” says Chino, who’s moved dining 
between indoor and outdoor to takeout 
only and had to cut staff while crossing his 
fingers he can get them back later when 
restrictions lift. He says receiving federal 
funding has helped but he didn’t plan for 
the pandemic and its resulting restrictions 
to last quite this long. 

But Chino says losing the Thanksgiving 
revenue wasn’t as painful as it could have 
been. For one thing, not all the ingredi- 
ents had been purchased yet and he was 
able to freeze or store others. “If we can’t 
utilize it in some way, we'll give it to the 
food bank.” What struck him most was 
that not one customer in all those cancel- 
ation phone calls was angry. Instead, they 
expressed concern for the health of his 
staff. He says he even got offers of help 
from other local businesses. 

“As troublesome as those few days 
after the positive test were, sort of the 
upshot of the whole event was that the 
downside was overshadowed by the up- 
side,” says Chino. “It was just a feel-good 
moment.” @

in the Big Girl’s Store

hen | was around 10 years 
old, my mother decided 
we should have swimming 
lessons. It was a good 
decision; in 1992, the Mat- 
tole River was still deep and swift in many 
places, and that’s where we spent most of 
our summers, dogpaddling and diving for 
submerged soda cans with our cousins. | 
wasn’t scared of the river, however. | was 
scared of the public pool and the public at 
that pool, who would see me in a bathing 
suit. Even at 10, my body was growing 

at a pace and complexity that no one, 
including me, was really prepared to deal 
with, and nothing in my wardrobe could 
keep up. 

So it was that | went to the College of 
the Redwoods pool in my grandmother's 
old bathing suit, with a length of orange 
baling twine tied across the back to keep 


the straps from falling down. It wasn’t 
that we couldn't afford a suit for me; | 
remember thinking at the time that asking 
to go buy one would be both pointless 
and proof that | did not know my place. 

| grew up on a ranch, in an environment 
that prized self-sufficiency, hard work and 
thrift. That was my place. Town — and 
the college pool with its skinny town girls 
in their pink one-pieces — was never 
going to be a space where | fit in. Neither 
was the mall or department stores where, 
try as we might, we couldn't find a single 
dress that would zip all the way up my 
back. | wore drab women’s clothes and a 
male cousin’s oversized sports sweaters 
all through middle school. | remember 
being unhappy about all of this — about 
my size, about the fact that nothing fit 
me, about how my body, no matter how 
much | willed it to stop, kept growing and 
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growing and growing. But | also remem- 
ber thinking that there was no use crying 
about it because crying changes noth- 
ing. | was a misfit, the wrong size for the 
normal-sized world, so chubby that when | 
ran, my cheeks would bounce high enough 
to obscure my sight. 

We are never totally the person we 
have grown into being. We always carry 
all the people we have ever been inside 
us. | know because last February | went 
shopping at A Plus For You in Hender- 
son Center — recently re-morphed into 
Sisters Clothing Collective in Old Town 
— and had to hide my wet face against a 
row of winter coats. | had never been ina 
thrift store that was exclusively for plus- 
size women, and found it unexpectedly 
moving. The new location, a collaboration 
between friends Jennifer Bessette and 
Willow Hendry, specializes in women’s 
clothing up to size 5X, and is focused on 
creating an inclusive, body-positive experi- 
ence. Bessette and Hendry also created an 
online shopping platform for a COVID- 
safe browsing experience. 

“Please don't cry in the Big Girl's Store. 
Please don’t cry in the Big Girl's Store,” 
| willed myself, taking deep breaths as | 


flicked through pairs of secondhand jeans. 
Today | am a confident, well-dressed 
woman who has come to terms with her 
body, but | am also still that chubby little 
girl who didn’t fit in anywhere. | love thrift 
stores, but cute vintage stuff isn’t usually 
an option for women my size unless we're 
willing to throw a ton of money down on- 
line. And for quality non-vintage threads, 
the majority of clothing in local stores still 
skews heavily toward the petite side of 
the spectrum. 

In the last quarter-century the fashion 
industry has figured out fat women have 
money they might want to spend on 
clothes that don’t look like circus tents 
and now there is much more of a selection 
of plus-size clothing in traditional retail 
stores. But I’ve always felt ethically uneasy 
with the labor practices of most clothing 
companies, and prefer to spend a little less 
money on clothes that have already been 
loved once. Also, fashion industry? Where 
were you when | was using baling twine to 
jerry-rig my swimsuit? You weren't on my 
side then, and | don’t believe you're really 
on my side now, no matter how often 
you slap a #brave on a picture of a size 14 
woman wearing a $200 jumpsuit. 


The phrase “safe spaces” gets a lot of 
crap thrown at it. Cynics and “thought 
warriors” like to push back on the notion 
of inclusivity and emotional safety by 
insisting that the world is intrinsically 
cruel, and that by creating safe spaces we 
are doing ourselves a disservice, refusing 
to test our beliefs against alternative facts. 
This is a fallacy. Those of us who stick out 
are perfectly aware of the world’s cruel- 
ties. Like that pool, like those department 
stores, much of the world is policed by 
those self-same critics who rely on a com- 
pletely artificial sense of normalcy so they 
themselves can feel safe. There are ways 
to fit in and there are ways to resist. And 
there are ways to make the world a little 
bigger, a little roomier — a place that fits 
for everyone. To the sisters doing just that, 
I'm sorry for using that cute scarf to wipe 
my eyes and, yes, I'd like to try on that 
wrap dress in the window.

Fall Color

all is upon us in all of her 
splendor. The late rains this 
year mean we've been able 
to enjoy the beautiful trees 
longer than we're generally 
used to. The lack of wind, until 
recently, has also contributed to the 
beautiful foliage staying in place. At 
my place, the paperbark birch is resplendent 
in her reds, while the flowering cherry in the 
orchard greets me every morning with hues 
of yellow and orange. The blueberries are 
turning red as well, just before they drop 
their leaves. Even the apple trees are getting 
in on the action, as many of them have 
subtle hues of yellow in their leaves. 

When we think of fall color (yes, we really 
do have fall colors here on the North Coast 
— just take a drive down the Avenue of the 
Giants and take a gander at those big leaf 
maples, or the dogwoods), we often think 
of the blazing colors of Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, or the stunning displays of maples, 
dogwoods, sassafras, red oaks, birch and 
poplars of New England. But we have plenty 
of color here, too. And it’s not just trees. 

As the days turn to gray and more rain 
(please) falls on our beautiful redwoods, 
there are ways to brighten up your fall and 
winter garden long after the deciduous 
trees have lost their leaves. 

If you don’t have a lot of room to plant 
a tree at your place, consider some of the 
shrubs that have gorgeous color: red twig 
dogwood, viburnum, spicebush, oakleaf hy- 
drangea or blueberries, which, incidentally, 
also provide you with a scrumptious crop of 
fruit in the spring and early summer (if the 
birds don't get them first). Just make sure 
you read the tag that tells you how big (or 
small) the shrub will eventually be. I like to 
tell clients to add 20 percent to the size of 
anything listed on the tag, since it is Hum- 
boldt and we like to grow things big here. 

Don't forget the annuals such as violas, 
pansies and alyssum, which can act as pe- 
rennials here on the coast, as they re-seed 
heartily. A few perennials that are bloom- 
ing right now are primrose and cyclamen. 
You can find most of these at the local 
nurseries, and some of the newer cultivars 
are simply stunning. In subsequent years, 
you can divide these and have even more 
plants, or share with a friend who wants to 
have some fall color. 

Another plant that | really love at this 
time of the year is pineapple sage — it typ- 
ically starts blooming in early October and 
can go all through the fall and part of winter.

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It’s a tender perennial and may die back if we 
get a hard freeze, but it can withstand some 
frost. Bees and hummingbirds are drawn to 
the beautiful crimson tubular flowers, and if 
you plant it near a pathway, you'll be reward- 
ed with the faint smell of pineapple (hence 
its name) when you brush up against it. 

And don't forget: It’s not too late to 
plant those spring bulbs. Most nurseries still 
have a plentiful supply and you may find 
some on sale, as they make room for the 
summer blooming bulbs and tubers in the 
near future. Follow the instructions on the 
package, and plant with a little bit of bone 
meal to feed the bulbs as they grow. If you 
are cursed with gophers, as | am, you'll find 
that daffodils and scilla aren’t as enticing to 
the little buggers as, say, tulips are. You can 
always put flowering bulbs in pots to protect 
them from the big-toothed rodents and still 
enjoy a show in late winter and early spring. 

And it’s not too late to plant your garlic 
and onions. Do it soon, though, or else 
you'll get smaller bulbs come next year. 
Remember to mulch well with some straw 
to combat weeds, as garlic, onions, and 
shallots don’t like to compete with weeds. 

This is also a great time to move any 
plants that might be in the wrong spot. 
Shrubs, and even small trees can be trans- 
planted right now. Perhaps that daphne is 
in a spot that looked great last year when 
you put it in the ground, but you discov- 
ered that it’s kind of in the way of those 
lovely raised beds you built and planted. 
It’s time to move it to a better spot now. 
Make sure you get the entire root ball and 
try not to compact the soil (now that it’s 
wetter) when you replant it. The coming 
rains will water it in and it should be off to 
a good start come next spring. 

Soon enough, it’s going to be time to 
prune those deciduous trees and roses. 
But that’s for next time. 

Until then, happy gardening. Get out 
there in nature and enjoy the show before 
the next big windstorm comes in.

Photo by Mike Kelly 


Getting Out of Your Shell 


By Mike Kelly 


washedup@northcoastjournal.com 


answered the doorbell and found 

Wonder Woman standing there in full 

costume. She explained that she was 

a space alien telepathically disguising 

herself. In order to gain acceptance, 
they appear to Earthlings as the subject of 
our most recent erotic fantasy. It totally 
worked and | invited her in. (My dog must 
have thought she was Lassie because he 
kept humping her leg. And she didn’t mind!) 

While researching Earth, this alien had 
discovered that the northern kelp crab 
(Pugettia producta) resembles her species 
quite closely and she wanted to meet 
them. She had read the online version of 
Washed Up and knew that | would be the 
perfect ambassador to facilitate their first 
contact. 

So quickly, before my wife got home, | 
took Wonder Woman to a rocky shoreline. 
Northern kelp crabs typically live on dense 
kelp in shallow water, a habitat most com- 
mon where it’s rocky. However, they can 
be found all along the West Coast wher- 
ever else kelp is attached, like on docks in 
Humboldt Bay. 

While waiting for the tide to recede, 
we searched for washed-up kelp crab 
molts. Northern kelp crabs shed their 
exoskeletons several times before reaching 
a maximum size at sexual maturity. This is 
unlike our Dungeness crabs, which contin- 
ue molting and growing after maturity. We 
found some nice fresh molts on the beach 
and Wonder Woman collected them for 
show-and-tell back on her home planet. 

Then we searched for some live kelp 
crabs. When | uncovered the first one — a 
large brown-backed and crimson-fronted 
adult male — Wonder Woman squealed, 
“He's sooo handsome! And his claws are 
so big!” 

Indeed, | estimate that northern kelp 
crabs have the fourth pinchiest claws of 
our local crabs. Ahead of them are Pacific 
rock crabs, red rock crabs and Dungeness 


crabs. All three of those are true cancer 
crabs, though. The northern kelp crab is a 
decorating spider crab, which we nit-picky 
biologists don’t consider true crabs. So 
maybe | deserved it that time one cut 
open my finger. 

Then | found a small juvenile. “Oochi 
koochi koo!” Wonder Woman said. The 
little crab was decorated with bits of 
algae attached to tiny hooks on its back. | 
explained that the attached bits may help 
camouflage the crab but they are mainly 
there to be used later as food. 

Wonder Woman tried some kelp and 
said it wasn’t bad. | mentioned that north- 
ern kelp crabs do mainly eat kelp but, in 
winter when the kelp dies back, they will 
switch to feeding on encrusting animals 
like barnacles, mussels and hydroids. 

We then found an adult female carrying 
tens of thousands of grayish-purple eggs 
under her abdomen. The color indicated 
the eggs would hatch soon. This prompted 
Wonder Woman to ask if we could find 
a pair of crabs having sex. | told her no 
because kelp crabs move out to deep wa- 
ter to mate.

The Death of 


Leo Gallagher 


And 16 years without 


Fortuna High Football

hese three headlines tell a story: 

“Ferndale Invades Fortuna,” 
Humboldt Times, Nov. 3, 1928. 
“Fortuna High Student Dies after 
Football Accident,” Humboldt 
Times, Nov. 5, 1928. “Leo Gallagher Funeral 
Held,” Humboldt Times, Nov 7, 1928. 

I'd heard of a period when there was 
no football at Fortuna High School due to 
the death of a student athlete, but | never 
knew the story until an article about the 
incident by Alex Service, a museum cura- 
tor at the Fortuna Depot Museum showed 
up in my faculty mailbox at Fortuna High. 
It was titled, “Tragedy in Fortuna.” 

It was so interesting, | shared it with my 
classes. The story is heart-wrenching but it 
also gives some insight into the differenc- 
es in society between then and now. 

Leo Gallagher lost his dad to pneumo- 
nia when he was in eighth grade. By the 
late fall of his junior year in high school, 
he had joined his dad in the cemetery on 
Newburg Road. 

In Ith grade, his first year playing 
football, Gallagher had become partic- 
ularly good. He was considered one the 
premiere players in the league of four 
local high schools: Eureka, Ferndale, Arcata 
and Fortuna. Eureka had already won the 
championship but the teams in the league 
had a lot of parity and any Ferndale vs. 
Fortuna football game was going to be a 
thriller, even in 1928. 

A dark, dank and rainy day of football 
was planned in Fortuna that Saturday, the 
last game of the season. The field was a 
muddy mess when Gallagher went in for a 
tackle early in the game. He slipped, falling 
headfirst into the knee of the oncoming 
rusher, but he never lost consciousness. 
Coach Bob Damon was quickly on the

field. As the coach knelt next to him, 
Gallagher told him he could not move his 
arms or his legs. He was sent by ambu- 
lance to Dr. W.H. Comfort in Fortuna, then 
to the Union Labor Hospital in Eureka and 
then immediately that night by train to 
specialists in Berkeley with his mother by 
his side. 

Gallagher, whose neck was broken, 
died after an operation at 2:30 a.m. The 
school was stunned by the death of this 
active popular student who had been 
instrumental in band, theater, the glee 
club, journalism, as yell leader and in many 
other activities. 

A huge funeral was held in the gymna- 
sium and attended by students from all 
four county high schools. The band and 
school orchestra played his favorite songs. 
The invocation included a story of how 
Gallagher, knowing the seriousness of his 
injuries immediately, wished to apolo- 
gize to any faculty member he may have 
wronged in any way. 

The 1927 athletic policy that Gallagher 
and all the male athletes in a season of 
sport pledged included such things as 
refraining from the use of tobacco, drugs 
and liquor, much like today’s athletic code. 
But it also contained vague provisions 
such as to “not stay out late at night” and 
“clean living and right thinking.” Girls, who 
did not yet compete in sports, weren't 
asked to sign such contracts. 

For coaches and administrators now, it 
is often impossible to enforce aspects of 
the athletic code related to such things as 
late night parties. Imagine someone being 
ruled off a team for not engaging in “right 
thinking” or “being out too late.” 

What struck me most in Service's article 
was this: The following spring of 1929, the

student body was asked to determine by 
vote whether to continue football in the 
coming fall or abolish the program. Ina 
vote of 247 to 83, students voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of dropping the sport, 
deeming it too dangerous. Coach Damon 
was trained in golf over the summer, the 
school purchased a few golf clubs, golf be- 
came part of gym curriculum and replaced 
football as the new fall sport. 

My favorite people are teenagers but | 
feel their judgment is sometimes impaired. 
The families and students could have “vot- 
ed” for football the next fall by participat- 
ing or not, or the school board could have 
decided. Imagine a student body voting 
on such a major issue now. 

Football didn’t come back to Fortuna 
High School until the fall of 1945, the end 
of World War II, when, after 16 seasons 
had passed, Damon returned as coach. 

We know football is dear to Fortuna 
and the program is one to be emulated. 
There is still some fading hope for some 
competitions in athletics this year but 
team practices have been put on hold 
for all sports again, at least until Jan. 13, 
according to the California Interscholastic 
Federation. 

| hope children and teens can stay 
active and keep at least some semblance 
of teams in 2021. One possibility would 
be that people making decisions during 
these dangerous times could choose some 
lower-risk COVID-19 sports such as cross 
country over wrestling, tennis over basket- 
ball and even golf over football. But just 
for a short term, not 16 years.

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Rain and Steelhead 
Both on the Horizon

inter steelhead season 

has yet to take off on 

the North Coast but that 
could soon change. A 
pretty sizeable storm is 
headed our way this weekend that should 
put all of the coastal rivers on the rise, and 
hopefully open them to fishing. And more 
rain is on the way next week according to 
the National Weather Service. Steady rain 
and pulse flows are just what we need to 
entice some steelhead from the salt. If the 
rains come as predicted, the Smith and 
Chetco should be in prime shape some- 
time next week. 

The Eel, South Fork Eel, Van Duzen and 
Mad will all see flows begin to rise over 
the weekend. The Mad could open early 
next week, while the rivers to the south 
may need another storm or two to get 
the flows up. Once all of the rivers crest 
and begin to recede to fishable levels, 
we should see the first wave of winter 
steelhead. After another tough late-fall 
salmon season, seeing the rivers loaded 
with bright steelhead sure would be a 
welcome sight. 


Weather ahead 


The seven-day forecast is looking good 
for steelhead anglers. An atmospheric 
river is predicted for the weekend, which 
will put all of the coastal rivers on the 
rise. “Lighter rain is possible on Thursday 
and Friday, with the heavier rainfall totals 
coming over the weekend,” said Kathleen 
Zontos of Eureka’s National Weather 
Service. “Sunday and into Monday should 
produce light rain, with a potential small 
break on Tuesday. The next chance of 
wet weather is next Wednesday through 
Friday. The seven-day forecast ending 
next Tuesday is calling for 3 to 5 inches 
in the Smith Basin. Here locally, the Mad 
and lower Eel could see 1 to 2 inches. 
Further up the South Fork Eel, a half to 
an inch of rain is possible. From Dec.13 to 
Dec. 21, the probability of above normal 
precipitation is predicted.”

with adult fish now spread throughout 
the system, reports Andy Martin of Wild 
Rivers Fishing. “The best fishing has been 
at Social Security Bar, where at least half 
a dozen adult steelhead were caught on 
Sunday, but steelhead can be seen below 
spawning salmon all the way to the upper 
river,” said Martin. “A few bright kings 
are still around, with lots of salmon still 
spawning. Drift boaters are seeing steel- 
head in the tailouts from Ice Box to the 
head of tide. The river likely will blow out 
this weekend but should be in great shape 
next week.” 
According to Martin, shore anglers 
have been catching salmon near the Sixes 
Grange, while drift boaters were back on 
the Sixes after the weekend rains. “The 
big storm this weekend should lead to a 
big rise on both the Elk and Sixes, bringing 
in another batch of fall kings and the 
first winter steelhead of the year,” added 
Martin.

HAPPIEST SEASON. Having made no 
secret of my childlike but abiding love of 
Christmas movies and despite our conven- 
tional notions of time and meaningful dates 
of demarcation having slipped away in 2020, 
| feel compelled to watch them. Maybe it’s 
a passive version of the denial that has led 
swaths of the populace to wantonly infect 
each other, maybe a minor act of nostal- 
gia — hard to say. But the tree is trimmed, 
stockings by the chimney (not far from a 
similar display of masks), the door is bolted 
and I’m watching holiday movies. 

My editor beat me to the punch review- 
ing Jingle Jangle, which, out of performative 
sour grapes, | have yet to see. Happily, there 
is the latest from actor/writer/director Clea 
Duvall who, with co-writer Mary Holland 
and a tremendous cast, has gifted us with 
Happiest Season, a thoughtful, seasonally 
bedecked, sometimes goofy romantic com- 
edy with a firm perspective and something 
to say about acceptance, expectation and 
human experience. 

In Pittsburg (for some reason) Abby (Kris- 
ten Stewart) and Harper (Mackenzie Davis), 
are in love.

J. Mankiewicz (Gary Oldman) to draft a 
screenplay for his first project. Mank, cast 
into the desert with a broken leg, long-suf- 
fering attendants Fraulein Freda (Monika 
Grossmann) and Rita Alexander (Lily Collins), 
and orders to abstain from alcohol (he 
doesn't), has two months to make a mas- 
terpiece (he does). A tall enough order but 
the script in question is also an indictment 
of William Randolph Hearst (Charles Dance) 
and the system of media influence and 
corporatocracy that made Hearst one of the 
most influential figures of the 20th century 
and, arguably, destroyed American democ- 
racy. Oh, and Herman and his wife Sara 
(Tuppence Middleton) had been not infre- 
quent guests of Hearst’s at San Simeon, with 
Mank forming a particularly close friendship 
with the big man’s lady friend Marion Davies 
(Amanda Seyfried). It’s a lot and I’m not even 
scratching the surface.

Its authorship was hotly contested 
from the beginning, its narrative and stylistic 
moves have been stolen continuously all 
along, and | can hardly add to the scholar- 
ship about it. 

Fincher can, though, and has done, 
as perhaps no one else could. Using the 
techniques of the 1930s and ’40s, he has 
created a thoroughly modern, breathtak- 
ingly beautiful movie that comments with 
great sophistication on art, business, politics 
and social justice (just to name a few) that is 
also compulsively watchable and emotional- 
ly engaging from first frame to last.
